Acworth, Ga., May 17.—(Special.) 
Lindsey Evans, sought since last Sep- 
tember in connection with the murder

The arrest of Evans was effected 
after a stiff fight in which the fugi- 
tive blazed away at the chief of police 
as the latter entered the home of rela- 
tives of Evans, who denied Evans was 
present, 

As White entered the doorway of 
the home where it had been rumored 
Evans was visiting, the fugitive grab- 
bed a pistol and fired almost point- 
blank at White. Knocking his gun 
up, White escaped the bullet, which 
went into the ceiling in the hall.

Admitting that he believed there is 
room for improvement in the present 
method of future trading in cotton, |

the price of cotton being based on 
New York contracts with New York 
the exclusive delivery point. “This,” 
he said. “is largely responsible for 
many of our troubles, and I urge 
southern cotton manufacturers to give 
this matter the full consideration it 
deserves, and use their influence to| 
bring about a southern delivery con-' 
tract.” 


Southern Deliveries. 
Mr. Harris said that “while admit- |

‘a group of college students, in a ques- 
'tion of this nature, appear to you as 
'a serious indictment against the fac- 
ulty? Isn't it equally the responsi- 
bility of present-day industrial lead- 
ers to see that the students of today 
are carefully protected against such 
adverse influences?” 
Socialistic Tendency. 

“There is no question as to the 
growing tendency toward socialism,” 
Mr. Harris said, making the state- 
ment advisedly, and drawing a clear 
distinction as between socialixm and 
communism. During the past 10 years, 
he Said, “we have observed social up- 
heavals in some of the older countries 
of the world, which have not occured 
without influence in our own country. 
I would suggest that this influence has 
been limited by our lack of prepara- 
tion for it. On the other hand, it 
has not failed to make profound im- | 

ression, and it is here that I would 
ave you realize that as the custodian 
of present-day industry, we have a 
grave responsibility.” 

Looking forward 20 years, he is 
convinced that more attention should 
he devoted by present-day industrial- 
ists to the training of, and environ- 
; ment surrounding, the intelligent class 
of young men, Mr. Harris said. “To 
educate these men away from labor 
and business means a degeneration of 
industrial America; and under our 
present scheme of things in higher 
education, it strikes me that we are 
drifting in that direction.” 

Produce Quality Goods. 

The exchange of ideas at meetings 
of the associations of mill operating 
executives has been productive of ex- 
cellent results. Improvements in 
shop practice show clearly in the 
quality and cost figures, and the 
practical removal of marked prejudice 
that for many years mitigated against 
southern-made goods, Mr. Harris said 
“Our production today is offered with 
no apologies, and stands the criticism 
of all markets. We have demonstrat- 
ed our ability to produce quality 
coods, and credit must be given to 
our men in the mills for their loyalty 
and interest. The great majority of 
these men have made themselves what 
they afte today, with a background of 
only a high school education, and .in 
, fact, many went inte the mill with 
no more than a meagre grammar 
achool training. This is all the more 
remarkable when we realize the rapid 
growth of southern spindles and the 
}annual demand for additional execu- 
tives.” 

Referring to prices, Mr. Harris said 
that he does not advocate any form 
of price fixing, nor any character of 
price agreement, -for price agree- 
ments are not only unethical and un- 
sound, but they are prohibited by law, 
and it is the first duty of every citi-'|! 
zen to obey the law. The price struc 
ture is vital; the character of its 
foundation is all-important, he -saié

Text of Letter. 


A transistion of the letter Sandino 
s@ut to Aanphlet( tollows: 

‘La loz and los Augeles Mine, 

“Dear Nir: 

“Il have the honor to tnform yon 
that ou this dale vour mine has heen 
reduced to ashes, in aeceordance with 
the disposition of this command, and 
to make more tangible our protest 
against the war-like invasion that your 
government has made in our territory, 
without more right than brute force, 

“In case the government of the Unit- 
ed States dees not order the retire- 
ment of the pirates from our territory 
there wilk he no guarantee in the 
country for North Americans residing 
In Nicaragua, 

“At the beginning I helieved that 
the people of North America were 
not in agreement with the abuse com- 
mitted in Nicaragua by the govern- 
ment of Calvin Coolidge but I have 
heen convinced that the North Amer- 
icans in generft applaud the intrusion 
of Coolidge in my country and ‘it -is 
for this reason that all North Ameri- 
eans who fall into our hands will 
have reached their end. 

“For the losses that you have had 
in the said mine you may collect from 
the government of the United States 
and Calvin Coolidge, who is the one 
responsible for the horrible and dis- 
astrous situation which actually ex- 
ists in Nicaragua today. ,

“If you are an honorable man you 
will. be able to understand , that the 
anhove-mentioned ig an aceomplished 
fact.

On this letter, Sandino’s seal, pic- 
turing Nicaragua under the heel of 
a United States marine with drawn 
sword, was stamped, 

Amphlett, who was captured by 
Sandino and released because he was

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Washington, .May 17.+(4)—The 
long controversy over the retention of 
John J. Esch, of Wisconsin as a mem- 
ber of the interstate commerce com- 
mission was terminated today when 
President Coolidge sent to the senate 
the nomination of Patrick J. Farrell 
as his successor. 

Farrell now is chief law officer of 
the commission. He became confi- 
dentjal clerk to the late Commissioner 
Prouty in 1902, rising steadily until 
in 1918 he was appointed general 
counsel. Mr. Farrell has ordinarily 
been classified as a democrat, but has 
been a Washington resident and in 
government service for 27 years. 

Mr. Esch became a member of the 
commission in 1923 after having 
served as chairman of the house inter- 
state commerce committee. When he 
was renominated last year a deter- 
mined fight developed against him 
in the senate and his confirmation 
was blocked. ‘The opposition wax 
based on dissatisfaction with the com- 
mission's decisions affecting ratex on 
lake cargo coal, in which proceedings 
Commissioner Esch Voted against a 
voluntary reduction of. rates ‘tendered 
by southern railroads to West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee and Kentucky coal 
producers of Jake eargo. 

When the senate failed to confirm

The state supreme court Thursday 
refused a new trial for Oscar Faulk- 
ner, Monroe, sentenced to life impris- 
onment for the fatal shooting last No- 
vember of Erastus Moon, Monroe po- 
liceman, 

Holding that “the evidence author- 
ized the verdict.” the high court sus- 
tained Judge Blanton Fortson, of 
Walton superior court, in overruling 
whe motion for new trial. The mo- 
tion was based on the allegation that 
the judge erred in admitting as a dy- 
ing declaration the defendant's state- 
ment of the shooting. made one day 
after it occurred. Moon's death oc- 
eurred fonr days after the shooting, 
the evidence showed. 

Faulkner was convicted of murder 
with recommendation to mercy follow- 
ing an altercation with Moon and W. 
J. Mayfield, another policeman, on 
the night of November 30, in which 
he was alleged to have shot both of- 
ficers, mortally wounding Moon. 

At the time of the shooting, it was 
charged, the two officers had Faulk- 
ner in their custody, fellowing his ar- 
rest on charges of being drunk and 
disorderly.

New York, May 17.—(4)—The long 
expected increase in the New York 
Federal Reserve bank rediscount rate 
came after the close of a series of 
bewildering price movements in to- 
day’s stock market, which left final 
quotations irregularly higher. 

Trading failed to maintain the ter- 
rifie pace set earlier in the week, the 
day's sales falling about 1,000,000 
shares below yesterday's record-break- 
ing session. 

Prices dipped 1 to 61-2 points at 
the opening on the execution of over- 
night selling orders placed by inves- 
tors and traders who were alarmed at 
yesterday's sweeping reaction. . These 
were quickly absorbed and the mar- 
ket headed upward again before the 
end of the first hour, some of the vo- 
latile issues climbing 5 to 15 points. 

Wave of Selling. 

Another wave of selling swept over 
the market in the early afternoon 
when the call money rate was in- 
creased from 51-2 to 6 per cent and 
many of these gains were substantial- 
ly ent down or wiped out. Trading 
turned dull on the deeline and 
speculators for the advance took con- 


trol again and bid up a selected assort- | : 
ia 


ment of stocks in spectacular fashion 
before the close. 

The announcemegt of a higher re- 
discount rate was accompanied by the 
weekly report of federal reserve bro- 
kers’ loans, which showed an increase 
of $140,936,.008, brieg the total to a 
new hich record at $4,502,.044,000. 

Banks called about $30,000,000 
loans during the day in time money 
rates were increased from 51-8 
the highest level since 
1923.
